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Rochester Boat Race an Enduring Tradition

Just about the only thing in the Tri-Town on 
Memorial Day that is almost as equally exciting as 
paddling a handmade canoe down the Mattapoisett River 
in the Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race is watching it - 
even when it's raining. 

Either way, what would a boat race be without 
water? Like in past years with no rain and very little 
rain leading up to the race, all you got was a two-person 
relay up the dry 14-mile riverbed, running with a canoe 
toward the finish line. Hardly as exciting as the years 
when racers are paddling their heads off, giving it all 
they've got as they hit the rapids at the old Church family 
sawmill trying to avoid the rocks and the curvature of the 
riverbank. Not nearly as fun as watching them duck for 
cover as they carefully aim themselves through the arch 
of the Mattapoisett River Road Bridge, with the swelled 
waters of the Mattapoisett River forcing the slender long 
boats and their occupants close to neck-level, and the way 
the rainwater activates the colors of the team shirts and 
brings out the grain of the wooden boats. 

This year, 50 teams dragged themselves out of 
their warm dry beds early in the morning to stack and 
strap their canoes to pickup trucks in the pouring rain 
and get themselves to Grandma Hartley's Reservoir at 
Snipatuit Pond, the starting point of the competitive 
crossing of the Mattapoisett River. 

Members of the Rochester Fire Department 
situated themselves along the rocky rapids at the Church 
family sawmill, just in case, and we all waited for the 
first team to make its way down and hopefully continue 
on around the bend where dozens of onlookers cheered 
them on - no matter whether racers made it without 
incident, hit the bank and jumped out to empty the water 
from the bottom of the boat, or altogether sank. Whatever 
happened, one couldn't go wrong. Just attempting the 
race earns one respect and a rightful place in the history

of the 83-year-old tradition. 

And the race is as steeped in tradition as paddlers' 
knees and bottoms are steeped in river water. 

Take the tossing of the orange slices, for example. 
You can catch a quick glance of them in practically every 
boat along the way -strange little orange flotation devices 
or emergency equipment of some sort sloshing around the 
boat bottoms that are actually the peels of orange slices 
eaten along the way by paddlers needing sustenance. 

Onlookers have a tradition of tossing them into 
the boats of the racers as they go by, and apparently only 
those that are actually caught are likely to be eaten before

Mattapoisett Honors Sacrifice of 
Fallen Service Members

Abraham Lincoln's Gettysburg Address figured 
prominently in Monday's Memorial Day ceremony in 
Mattapoisett. The afternoon observance was filled with 
speakers who underscored the devotion and sacrifice of 
the nation's fallen service members. After the traditional 
posting of the colors by the New Bedford High School 
Junior ROTC, Master of Ceremonies Commander Michael 
Lamoureux welcomed the audience to the Center School 
gymnasium, noting the "wild and woolly morning" that 
drove the annual program indoors. 

Chaplain Richard Langhoff led the assembled 
in prayer, remarking "In this poignant hour, join me 
in prayer," saying that on this day we remember those 
values of our country and its service members "... 
characterized by justice and courage," and that in a 
"changing world that continues to challenge these time- 
honored values," we take this opportunity to refresh 
ourselves in these eternal values. 

William Stark, a student at ORRJHS, read 
Governor Charlie Baker's Memorial Day Proclamation. 
He was followed by State Representative William 
Straus, who observed first that the Old Hammondtown 
School Concert Band's expert rendition of "America the 
Beautiful," led by Emily Lafleur, "raises the bar every 
year!" 

Straus was thankful to be a part of Mattapoisett' s 
ceremony every year, noting that this centennial program 
highlighted the Gettysburg Address, which was first read 
by Jeremiah Randall in 1917 and was being recited 100

years later by his son, George. 

Straus then gave some context to the Gettysburg 
Address, describing the three-day battle of 100,000 troops, 
culminating in over 50,000 casualties, and then Straus 
added ". . .many people may not have known at the time 
but this was a turning point in our nation's history." He 
described a trip to the Gettysburg Battlefield he took in 
January, in which, while looking at the empty battlefield 
and thinking of the thousands of troops who fought 
and died there, he reflected "You find yourself alone 
with your thoughts and try to understand the choice to 
sacrifice for something bigger." 

Memorial Day, Straus noted, "...reminds us of 
why people do something just for an idea, for something

bigger than themselves." 

Selectman Paul Silva echoed Straus in his address 
to the crowd, first thanking the OHS Band, saying "They 
are the future, not only of our town, but of our country" 
He then described the nation's service members, from 
all walks of life who embody the shared values of . 
courage, pride, determination, dedication to duty and 
integrity - all the values needed to answer a call to duty 
bigger than themselves." 

Silva described the beginning of Memorial Day 
celebrations after the end of the Civil War as "One small 
spot of a flame of pride that spread across the country..." 
as a tribute to lost troops and their families over time. 

Veterans Agent Barry Denham, in his brief 
remarks, lauded the New Bedford High School Junior 
ROTC battalion as "model kids" and thanked them for 
their attendance. He noted that the program on this day 
was almost exactly the same as the one from 100 years 
ago, adding "Let's hope it continues for one hundred 
years to come." 

In what would prove to be an emotionally 
charged last portion of the Memorial Day ceremony, the 
audience was next introduced to town resident George 
Randall. At the Memorial Day Ceremony of 1917 in front 
of Mattapoisett Town Hall, Randall's father, Jeremiah, 
at the age of 15, recited the Gettysburg Address. After 
introducing his brother, Leonard, and sister, Eunice, in 
the front row and asking for a moment of silence to honor

service members both living and dead, Randall proceeded 
with the beautifully rendered Address to an audience in 
which many were moved to tears. Randall received an 
enthusiastic standing ovation. One audience member 
remarked afterward that "Hearing the Address is so 
different than reading it!" 

The principal speaker for the day was 
Commander Bryan D. Williams of the U.S. Navy and 
the Newport Naval War College. In his introduction 
of Williams, Lamoureux commended and thanked 
military families, asking Williams' family to stand and be 
recognized. He noted, "A military family survives because 
of what Mom does when Dad is not around. Thank you 
for your service." 

Williams spoke eloquently to the assembled, 
first clarifying that Memorial Day is not Veterans Day. 
Memorial Day is a day to honor fallen service members, 
he said, and it began as Decoration Day on which 
people cleaned up the graveyards. Williams solemnly 
enumerated the over one million service members the 
country has lost in all of the armed conflicts since the Civil 
War. 

In an emotional moment, Williams described 
to the audience two soldiers who were killed on April 
27, 2017. Army Ranger Sergeant Cameron H. Thomas, 
who was 23 years old, was killed during a raid on ISIS in 
Afghanistan. Thomas, who became a Ranger at 19, had 11 
brothers and sisters, spoke Farsi and loved skateboarding. 
Army Ranger Sergeant Joshua P. Rodgers, who was 22 
years old, was on his third deployment to Afghanistan 
when he was killed. Rodgers was remembered as a 
humble and determined young man. 

Williams wondered aloud how we should feel on 
this day, saying that it is a solemn day, a day of sorrow 
and loss, but also we should feel ". . .a sense of inspiration 
and gratitude." Williams observed that within a service 
member ". . .there is a rich vein of patriotism and strong 
desire to serve and protect..." but there is also an 
acceptance of risk as well. Williams concluded by asking 
how best we can honor their service and sacrifice. He 
answered by paraphrasing the Gettysburg Address, 
suggesting that we must all have ". . .an increased

devotion to the cause for which they sacrificed...." 

Williams encouraged the audience to support and 
defend the Constitution and to exercise the freedoms and 
responsibilities within it - specifically as described in the 
First Bill of Rights - . .the right to practice religion; the 

right to free speech; the right to hear the free press; and 
to peacefully assemble and petition the government...." 
Perhaps most importantly, he added, is the right to vote, 
and ". . .we are blessed in this country [with these rights] 
due to their sacrifice, and must pledge to exercise the rights 
they defended." The audience gave Williams a resounding 
standing ovation. 

The ceremony concluded with the OHS Band 
playing the "Star-Spangled Banner" and the solemn retiring 
of the colors. 


'What Does It Mean to Be Free?'

Memorial Day is a somber occasion when 
Americans thank, honor, and remember those who have 
served this country in the Armed Forces. But, as keynote 
speaker Lieutenant Colonel Heather Bienz pointed out, 
some towns like Marion have a special way of gathering the 
community together, bringing out the emotion, and filling a 
space with care and love that is palpable. 

The Memorial Day observance took place inside 
Sippican School. Although the parade was cancelled due 
to the rainy weather, the true sentiment of the day shone 
through inside the building. 

When Memorial Day comes to Bienz' s mind, when 
it really settles in, she wonders, "What does it mean 'to be 
free'" and what does freedom mean for each of us? 

"We all hold personal freedoms that we hold dear," 
she said, and if those freedoms were taken away, we would 
notice it right away. 

Bienz pointed out that in the Tri-Town, a soldier 
has not been lost in combat since the Korean War, although 
other nearby towns and cities have not been so lucky. Bienz 
referred to a playground built at the New Bedford Airport 
to honor Marine Lance Corporal Matthew Rodriguez, 

19, of Fairhaven killed in Afghanistan in 2013. Someone, 
Bienz noted, who gave his life - his very short life - for our

freedom. It is imperative, she said, "to memorialize the 
sacrifice and memorialize the freedom that we get to feel." 

Taking her children to that playground, Bienz 
said, gives her the opportunity to show them what it 
means to be free. 

"To explain why it's there," said Bienz, "and to let 
them have a tiny tiny piece of what it would be like to not 
be free." 

And what if, she asked - what if we were to 
awaken one day to find the freedom that we have taken 
for granted had been taken from us? 

"We are very fortunate to live in America . . . 
and the type of community that we live in to be able to 
appreciate the freedom that our soldiers have given to us 
and sacrificed their lives for," said Bienz. "I think every 
one of you are able to appreciate that you are free. It's 
the greatest gift that you can give back to the people that 
are fighting for our freedom, and especially to those who 
have sacrificed their lives for it." 

In closing, Bienz asked that we look at our day, 
each day, and cherish that we have the freedom to pursue 
what makes us happy 

"You can make the choices that you want because 
we're free," said Bienz. "I ask you to remember that we're 
free and to use it as a tool to teach people that you meet . . . 
[and] remind them that we are free, that we appreciate it, 
and that we have an amazing awe-inspiring country: the 
United States of America."

Later in life, during the height of the Vietnam 
War, Burke said she fell in love. When her boyfriend 
returned from duty, they were married. The couple would 
leave the Bridgewater area and move to Ohio where they 
set-up housekeeping and raised a family. These domestic 
responsibilities sidelined her dream of becoming a 
children's art instructor. 

But with her natural talent and early training, 
Burke's husband encouraged her to open a custom 
framing shop. It was there that she urged parents to have 
their children's works of art framed, thus blending her 
creative aspirations with her desire to recognize children's 
artistic contributions. 

In 1991, after her own children were grown, 

Burke and her husband returned east and settled in a "big 
house" in New Bedford where her large extended family 
could gather during holidays and birthday celebrations.

Remembering Chief Kinney

As Marilyn 
Kinney Lee looks 
out her dining room 
window and begins to 
talk about her father, 
the years fall away. 

Her face brightens 
at the memories that 
swirl in her mind and 
become the story she 
wants to share about 
her father, Alden S. 
Kinney, the first official 
police chief for the 
Town of Mattapoisett. 
Kinney served in this 

capacity from 1947 to 1969. 

As she talks about bygone days - days filled with 
joyful memories of growing up in Mattapoisett - she slips 
between how the town looked, what it felt like, and what 
her father's life experiences were as the police chief. With 
each moment, another memory grabs her attention and 
flows out in tribute to her dad. 

She starts from the beginning. 

Kinney grew up on the village streets of 
Mattapoisett, a native son attending the local schools. By

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the age of 13, he was helping to provide for his family. 

Lee said her father was a hard worker from a very 
young age, taking jobs wherever he could find them, or 
by creating them. "When he was old enough, he crewed 
for J. Lewis Stackpole during the sailing season, and he 
had a car he used as a taxi, picking people up from the 
train station." 

During the early decades that Kinney served as 
the police chief - a title he came to after being elected 
first as the "constable" - Mattapoisett was still a little 
community with neighborhoods that had their own 
names. Enclaves such as Tinkhamtown, Hammondtown, 
Randalltown, Dextertown, and Cannonville referred to 
specific locations or collection of homes populated by 
extended family members. 

There were the beach areas with their own unique 
environments such as Pease's Point, Crescent Beach, 

Pico Beach, Brandt Island, and "The Neck." Lee stressed 
that her father was not given a cruiser, no real form of 
transportation by which to patrol the community. 

"Well, he had a motorized bicycle," Lee says, "... 
and he may have used a horse, too. He was a one-man 
band," she added, as he traveled an established route, 
checking in on neighbors, old folks, friends, making sure 
that all was safe and secure in town. 

Lee shared a particularly precious early memory 
of her father. "He was always at the front of the Memorial 
Day Parade and I would be thinking, 'That's my Father.'

He was so handsome." She said she couldn't wait to 
become a Brownie so she could be in the parade behind 
her father as he led the way. "I was so proud ... he was 
my hero." 

The Kinney's home phone was the police 
department phone, requiring his wife and daughters 
to take messages when he wasn't home. In fact, in the 
absence of an office or headquarters of any kind, Kinney's 
home located at 5 North Street with his wife and children 
was the de facto police department. 

"Viola Winslow was the telephone operator," Lee 
recalled. "Mom would take down the message and say, 
"I'll start with Minnie Tinkham," whose home was on 
Long Plain Road in Tinkhamtown, ". . .then she'd call from 
one home to the next along Kinney's route until she had 
either tracked him down or found a location to leave a 
message. "And that message got passed along" in a relay 
from one resident to the next she said. "Mom most often 
called the poor farm because he'd always stop there when 
he was out on his route," Lee stated. 

Before Kinney purchased a car he had a 
motorcycle. "Oh, that was fun because he'd give us rides 
in the driveway and mother would call out to him to be 
careful." When he did purchase his own car, it too was 
conscripted, becoming the police cruiser, Lee said. The 
town fathers did agree, however, to pay Kinney mileage. 

It would be years before he'd receive a real cruiser 
and even then it would be purchased with private funds 
and donations. "There was always a big 'thermometer' 
in front of Town Hall," Lee laughed. "Dad was always 
fundraising." 

Lee said Kinney's compensation for being the 
police chief was not sufficient to provide for his family. 
"He had a second job." She said Kinney and his brother, 
Harold, owned a gas station near the corner of Route 6 
and Main Street and also supplied marine fuel down at 
the wharves. 

"When Dad was busy, my sister and I would 
pump the fuel at the wharf. We loved it. . .. Boats from the 
New York Yacht Club would come in . . . now that was 
fun," Lee said. She also said her father was a fixture at 
the wharves when he wasn't on patrol or handling police

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business. 

It was difficult for her mother, though, a piano 
and organ instructor, to get around without a car until 
the day Kinney surprised her with one. "He told me and 
my sister to go get Mom. We called, 'Mom, Dad wants to 
see you outside!'" Kinney had purchased his wife a red 
convertible. "Mom had always wanted a red convertible. 
She started to cry, which made me and my sister Jocelyn 
cry, but we were all so happy." 

Another clear memory Lee shared was when 
inebriated locals would get anonymously dropped off on 
the Kinney doorstep, "We'd hear moaning and mother 
would tell us not to worry and shooed us away from the 
door as Dad went out." She concludes now that her father 
took them home or to the poor farm to sleep it off. "He 
was always on duty." 

When the fire department moved from its location 
in the back of Town Hall to Route 6, Kinney finally got a 
space of his own for his expanding department. By then, 
through fundraising and other private donations, he had 
a real cruiser, an ambulance, and a small police force. 
Mattapoisett was growing. 

After the 1954 hurricane, Kinney purchased a 
fixer-upper in Crescent Beach, a place Lee says he really 
and truly enjoyed. "Dad frequently commented he 
couldn't get anything done because people were always 
stopping by," Lee said. At Crescent Beach away from the 
center of the village, the Kinneys could enjoy a little down

"For so many years he did everything and usually 
alone," Lee explained. "He was getting tired. He wanted 
to enjoy his home." 

Kinney retired at the age of 65, but would have 
little more than two years to relax. He died suddenly in 
1972. Lee remarked, "He was just worn out." 

While her memories ebb and flow with each 
telling of those days spent running down the wharves, 
watching her father march in parades, and his care and 
concern for the people in the community, Lee draws the 
departed close and cherishes once again her father, a man 
who earned his place in Mattapoisett' s history.

ConCom Approves Two, Continues Two 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on May 
24 gave the OK for one Request for Determination of 
Applicability and one Notice of Intent, but they continued 
two other hearings in order to gather further information 
and documents. 

Barrett and Virginia Levenson received an Order 
of Conditions for their project at Cross Neck Road to 
construct a single-family house, barn, and boathouse. 

One special condition was that the Levensons do not 
disturb the area 15 feet before the wetlands and honor the 
wetlands line in lieu of the placement of boulders to mark 
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the 15-foot buffer. 

The commission gave a Negative 3 Determination 
(a Notice of Intent Not Required) for Deborah Giokas to 
construct a garage and a mudroom at 16 Rocky Knook 
Lane. The commission stipulated that an existing shed, 
which sits on the location slated for the garage, may not 
be relocated into the habitat area on the property without 
an independent filing of a Notice of Intent with the 
commission. 

The public hearing for the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission was continued until June 14. 

The application for a RDA to conduct invasive species 
control did not include a plan; therefore, the commission 
continued the hearing and requested someone from 
MOSAC to appear to present and discuss the plan. 

The public hearing for N. George and Lori Host 
at 456 Point Road was also continued until June 14 so 
the applicants could submit a revised plan for a revised 
plan. The Hosts were required as per a prior Order of 
Conditions to place boulders and plantings along the 
wetlands line at the property, but the Order of Conditions 
expired before all the work could be completed. The 
commission questioned the Hosts' selection of bayberry 
bushes for the location, since the species would not thrive 
in a wetlands area, preferring full sun with well-drained 
soils. The Hosts may choose to plant the bayberry shrubs 
18 inches upland from the boulders, but they must return 
with a revised plan showing the change. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for June 14 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall. All meetings are scheduled for the 
music hall for the summer until September.

of these pesky and sometimes harmful critters, you can 
better keep those close to you safe. 

Already nuisances this year are the notorious 
gypsy moth caterpillars. These fuzzy caterpillars can 
be found practically everywhere in the Tri-Town and 
surrounding area, but don't let looks deceive you. The 
hairs on the caterpillars contain histamine, which can 
cause an annoying reaction when in contact with skin 
in the form of red, itchy rashes. The caterpillars and the 
rashes they spread will only be around for a few more 
weeks until they phase into pupae. 

Another annual threat that most people are 
familiar with hearing about is mosquitoes. Since the Tri- 
Town is located in a wetlands area, the yearly amount of 
mosquitoes tends to be high as the swampy land provides 
optimal breeding grounds for the insects. According to 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, female 
mosquitoes, which are the ones that bite humans, live 
for an average of about two weeks. In this time period, 
however, mosquitoes can transmit severe viruses like 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis and West Nile Virus; these 
are two diseases linked specifically to mosquitoes in 
Massachusetts. 

Of course, one can't forget about ticks. Ticks are 
found all throughout the state, particularly in woods 
or grassy areas, with the most common types being the 
deer tick and dog tick. If these insects bite you, they can 
transmit Lyme disease, babesiosis, anaplasmosis, and

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Rocky Mountain spotted fever. The MDPH suggests, 

"If you cannot avoid areas likely to have ticks, the most 
important thing you can do to reduce your chances of 
getting sick is to check your entire body for ticks after 
returning indoors and to remove any attached tick as soon 
as possible." 

A new hazard in the New England area is the 
Lone Star tick, named for the white dot on its back. While 
a deer or dog tick will wait until a person comes into 
contact with them to bite, a Lone Star tick will actively 
chase down a nearby host. The CDC lists these ticks as 
"very aggressive" and capable of transmitting diseases 
such as tularemia and STARI (Southern Tick Associated 
Rash Illness). Lone Star ticks have also caused red meat 
allergies in bitten individuals, as the Vanderbilt University 
Medical Center has published. 

How do you best avoid these threats? MDPH says 
that repellents containing DEET or permethrin greatly 
reduce the risk of tick and mosquito bites. Permethrin 
should not be applied to skin, however. Permethrin-laced 
clothing can be found online. For mosquitoes, remove 
standing water or apply mosquito control products to 
the area, as this kills the larvae before they can hatch. 
Clearing brush and cutting long grass around your home 
can help reduce the number of ticks, as it removes their 
preferred habitats. Wearing long pants and other covering 
clothes is suggested when going into mosquito and tick- 
infested areas, such as thick woodlands. Perhaps most

be wrong. Over 5 million people have been diagnosed 
in the U.S. with Alzheimer's. If we don't find a cure, it 
is estimated by 2050 there will be 16 million diagnosed. 
There is no cure, no effective treatment, no prevention. 
Alzheimer's is the 6th leading cause of death. Every 66 
seconds someone else is diagnosed. One in three senior 
citizens dies with Alzheimer's or another dementia. It 
is the most expensive illness to treat. Approximately 15 
million Americans provide an estimated 18.2 billion hours 
of unpaid care for people with dementia. The majority of 
these caregivers are women.

To the Editor: 

A long time ago, in a previous life, I worked in 
an office building nestled in the suburban sprawl west of 
Boston. Each day at precisely noon, a stainless steel box on 
wheels would appear and park outside my office window. 
The daily arrival of the food truck created a mass exodus 
of workers eager to consume a variety of cold sandwiches, 
wilted salads, cold drinks and the worst coffee one can 
imagine. I noticed that this would repeat day after day 
except on Fridays when the masses would depart to the 
local Asian restaurant for spring rolls, chicken wings or 
other Chinese and Polynesian delicacies. 

Observing this phenomenon, I perceived an 
opportunity. Why not have an Asian-themed food truck 
that would come around only on Fridays. I would call it 
the "Canton Canteen." Alas, my idea went nowhere. Since 
then, food trucks have changed significantly. The day 
of the "Roach Coach" and "Gut Truck" are gone. Food 
trucks have morphed into mobile luncheonettes serving 
a wide variety of American and exotic cuisine. Venture 
into any big city and you will encounter rows of vans 
serving gourmet burgers, and all manner of high quality 
delicacies from fajitas to sushi. One town west of Boston 
even has an annual Food Truck Festival. Once a year a 
convoy of food trucks rolls into town, sets up alongside 
the local park and everyone comes out to enjoy the food 
and festivities that accompany the event. 

The food truck phenomenon may be arriving in 
Mattapoisett in a big way. The Selectmen have proposed 
that perhaps twice a month in the fall an array of trucks 
can descend on Ned's Point Light for a few hours, 
providing an opportunity for everyone to get together 
and break bread as the sun sets. This could be a great idea.

Mind Games

Get Out . Starring Daniel Kaluuya and Allison Williams.

"Let me tell you about the very rich," wrote F. 
Scott Fitzgerald. "They are different from you and me." 
Jordan Peele's political horror movie Get Out , which he 
describes as a "social thriller," tells us just how the very 
rich (and, mostly, very white) are different. This paranoid 
masterpiece has also been an old-school-style horror 
success story, earning back many, many times its cost. It 
hit a nerve; it is also legitimately frightening at times, and 
deeply funny at others, and always both entertaining and 
wince-inducing. It is not, perhaps, as radical as some have 
made it out to be — screen Fight for Your Life or The Chant 
of Jimmie Blacksmith for such people — but it's still an 
electrifying achievement. 

Peele reveals himself as an intuitive director 
early on, when our protagonist Chris Washington 
(Daniel Kaluuya) arrives with his girlfriend Rose (Allison 
Williams) to visit her affluent parents. The parents, we 
are told before the trip, have not been briefed on Chris's 
blackness. They are, we are also assured, the furthest 
thing from racists. So when they meet Chris, we wonder 
what subtle tics of anxiety the camera might impart in 
close-ups. Peele leans away from this trope and shoots the 
whole scene at an across-the-street distance; we hear the 
voices, the cloying dadness of Bradley Whitford and the 
patrician rich-white-lady tones of Catherine Keener. Peele 
is encouraging us to look beyond appearances and to 
avoid putting too much weight on visual cues. 

The movie will likely play better a second time; 
Peele must have planted a thousand little Chekhov's 
guns, and the performance of one actress in particular, 
Betty Gabriel as the family's maid Georgina, almost 
demands further scrutiny Georgina and another servant, 
the oddly spoken Walter (Marcus Henderson), are both 
black, and Rose's dad sheepishly acknowledges the 
problematic optics of it. Rose's parents engage in a sort 
of meta-narrative, commenting on the likely appearance 



of things as if self-awareness were itself redemptive. It's a 
tried and true way of deflecting criticism about privilege. 

Get Out ramps up gradually — for the longest 
time there's very little blood, a drop here, a headlight 
smear there — and, as Chris becomes more and more 
menaced and baffled, the plot rolls inexorably into 
paranoid sci-fi /horror. Black writers trying to account 
for white perfidy have from time to time engaged with 
metaphor or conspiracy-myth; it goes back at least as 
far as the story of Mr. Yakub. The metaphor-myth Peele 
creates and parcels out bit by bit has to do with the 
different style of racism practiced by wealthy white 
liberals. Peele doesn't say that underneath outwardly 
genteel white liberals are racist demons. He says that 
genteel white liberals can also be racist demons, side by 
side in one person, one shading into the other. For good 
measure Peele throws in a Japanese man, who asks Chris 
if his experience as an African-American has been an 
advantage or disadvantage. 

That detail, like many others in Get Out , has 
been unpacked in thinkpieces from sea to shining sea. 

For a while, it was the biggest gotta-see-it-and-talk- 
about-it movie in too many years. Written during the 
Obama years, filmed when a female president seemed 
likely premiering at Sundance three days into Trump's 
presidency, the movie does collide productively with the 
Zeitgeist while never abandoning the story's more timeless 
horror elements — the tension of our hero trapped in a 
ghastly situation. The narrative goes way over the top; 
anyone still taking the story literally will end up on the 
side of the road. Metaphor and myth can also power 
satire, and that's where Get Out ends up — has been all 
along, really. For black audiences, the true horrors on the 
screen are nothing new, except in movies. White liberals 
take a few hard shots in the chops. It's not as if we didn't 
have it coming.
